Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

for  the  year  1955 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District  Council* 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  services  in  the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1955.  This  report  follows  the 
usual  lines  of  previous  reports  and  as  nothing  special  has  been 
asked  for  by  the  Minister,  there  is  no  emphasis  on  any  parti- 
cular subject. 

In  the  body  of  the  report  I have  commented  at  length  on 
the  scheme  for  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  with  B.C.G., 
giving  at  the  same  time  some  statistics  as  to  the  numbers  done. 
I am  also  able  to  include  in  the  section  dealing  with  Tuber- 
culosis some  statistics  of  the  work  done  by  the  Mass  Radio- 
graphy Unit  during  its  visit  to  Hoyland  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

As  is  my  custom,  I have  included  in  this  report  some 
statistics  concerning  the  Local  Health  Authority's  services, 
indicating  the  extent  to  which  they  are  used  within  the 
district. 

Coming  to  the  vital  statistics  one  notices  that  the  Birth 
Rate  has  increased  quite  appreciably  over  last  year's  figure 
and  at  16-6  per  1,000  of  the  population  compares  very 
favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  West 
Riding  Administrative  County.  This  rate,  of  course,  is  the 
crude  rate,  but  on  application  of  the  comparability  factor  the 
adjusted  Birth  Rate  is  16*3.  The  Death  Rate  (9-3  per  1,000 
of  the  population)  has  fallen  and  it,  too,  compares  very 
favourably  with  that  for  the  remainder  of  the  Country.  This 
also  is  the  crude  rate,  the  corrected  rate,  on  application  of  the 
comparability  factor,  being  10-2.  The  Still-birth  Rate  is 
considerably  increased  compared  with  that  for  1954,  and  is 
very  much  worse  than  that  for  the  rest  of  the  Country.  It  is 
very  difficult  to  pin-point  one  factor  which  might  be  responsible 


for  this  relatively  high  Still-birth  Rate,  and  one  refrains  from 
passing  much  comment  at  all  in  this  connection.  All  I can  say 
is  that  8 still-births  in  a year  in  Hoyland  are  far  too  many. 
There  is  no  indication  of  malnutrition  amongst  the  mothers, 
nor  is  there  any  untoward  degree  of  unfavourable  social  con- 
ditions. It  may  be  that  more  should  be  done  in  the  way  of 
health  education  and  the  preparing  of  the  expectant  mother 
for  her  approaching  confinement. 


The  Infantile  Death  Rate  for  the  district  has  increased 
again,  and  fairly  considerably  when  compared  with  last  year. 
It  is  not  so  high,  however,  as  that  for  England  and  Wales,  nor 
for  the  Administrative  County  of  the  West  Riding  as  a whole. 
The  total  number  of  infantile  deaths  was  6,  and  of  those  infants 
3 died  within  the  first  week  of  life,  1 before  the  infant  had 
reached  two  weeks,  and  1 before  the  infant  reached  the  age 
of  four  weeks,  i.e.  5 of  these  children  died  within  the  first  four 
weeks  of  life.  The  other  child  lived  to  approximately  the  age 
of  7 months.  Three  of  those  infants  died  as  a result  of 
premature  birth  and  congenital  defects,  whilst  the  three  others 
died  from  infections,  in  one  case  Chicken  Pox,  another 
Broncho-pneumonia,  and  the  other  Gastro-enteritis.  I think 
one  is  justified  in  saying  that  those  latter  three  deaths  were 
preventable.  Infants  are  very  susceptible  to  these  relatively 
virulent  infections  and  it  is  so  important  that  the  child  should 
be  protected  from  coming  in  contact  with  any  such  infections. 
It  is  the  continual  aim  of  the  workers  in  the  field  of  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  to  appeal  to  mothers  to  take  the  necessary 
precautions  to  prevent  the  child  becoming  a victim  to  everyday 
infections.  It  would  appear  that  the  appeals  will  have  to  be 
stronger  still. 


The  principal  causes  of  death  were  diseases  of  the 
circulatory  system,  including  heart  disease,  together  accounting 
for  approximately  49%  of  the  total  number  of  deaths.  This 
figure  is  the  same  as  that  for  1954,  with  1 in  every  3 of  these 
deaths  due  to  coronary  disease.  The  next  largest  groups  of 
deaths  were  attributed  to  malignant  disease,  which  accounted 
for  approximately  24%  of  the  total  number  of  deaths.  There 
was  a drop  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  accidents  during 
1955,  only  3 deaths  being  registered,  as  compared  with  11  the 
previous  year.  Of  the  3 accidental  deaths,  2 were  as  a result 
of  accidents  in  the  Colliery  and  1 as  a result  of  an  accident  at 
home. 
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That  part  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  has  been  prepared  by  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,,  Mr.  Danks.  This  gives  a picture  of  the  sanitary 
conditions  which  exist  within  the  district  and  you  will  notice 
that  everything  is  very  satisfactory. 

The  water  supply  during  the  year  was  maintained  at  a 
steady  level,  and  although  it  was  a difficult  year  from  the  point 
of  view  of  rainfall,  there  was  no  water  famine.  All  houses  in 
the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District  are  on  a main  water 
supply  and,  therefore,  the  only  extensions  of  the  services  during 
the  year  were  to  new  housing  sites.  The  question  of  purity 
of  water  supply,  thus  raises  no  problems.  A certain  number 
of  samples  were  taken  from  time  to  time  as  a routine  measure 
and  they  were  all,  as  was  expected,  perfectly  satisfactory. 

Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  within  the  district  is 
also  satisfactorily  dealt  with.  The  only  properties  not  con- 
nected with  the  sewer  are  isolated  units,  principally  farms, 
approximately  25  in  number,  22  of  which  are  drained  to  cess- 
pools. 


I would  like  to  offer  once  more  my  thanks  to  the  Chair- 
man and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  for  their 
encouragement  and  help  to  me  during  the  year.  Also  I would 
like  to  thank  the  Clerk  and  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for 
their  co-operation,  and  particularly  do  I wish  to  offer  my  thanks 
to  Mr.  Danks  for  his  loyal  support  throughout  the  year. 

I would  like  to  put  on  record  again  my  grateful  thanks 
to  Dr.  J.  J.  Smith,  Senior  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer, 
for  her  continued  valuable  help  and  co-operation  in  the  work 
of  the  Department.

VITAL  STATISTICS 


Population.  The  Registrar-General  has  given  his 
estimation  of  the  population  at  mid-1955  as  15,770.  This  is  a 
decrease  of  90  on  the  figure  for  1954. 


Births.  There  were  261  live  births  registered  in  the 
district  during  the  year.  Of  these,  142  were  males  and  119 
females.  This  figure  is  24  more  than  that  for  1954.  There 
were  7 illegitimate  births,  2 male  and  5 female. 


Still-Births.  There  were  8 still-births  during  the  year 
(4  male  and  4 female).  There  were  no  illegitimate  still-births. 

Deaths.  146  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  district, 
1 1 less  than  in  1954.

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DISTRIBUTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

BY  AGE  GROUPS 
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Scarlet  Fever*  There  were  24  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  during  1955,  a decrease  of  12  on  the  figure  for  last 
year.  There  were  7 cases  during  the  first  quarter,  7 in  the 
second  and  third  quarters,  and  10  in  the  fourth  quarter.  Of 
the  total  number  of  cases  reported  22  occurred  under  the  age 
of  10  years.  Exactly  one  third  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to 
Hospital  for  isolation. 


Measles,  Notifications  of  Measles  for  1955  amounted 
to  486,  an  increase  of  460  over  the  figure  of  1954.  The  out- 
break commenced  during  the  latter  part  of  the  previous  year 
and  by  the  first  quarter  of  1955,  393  cases  had  been  notified. 
A further  78  were  reported  in  the  second  quarter  and  the  out- 
break began  to  wane  during  the  third  quarter,  when  15  cases 
were  notified,  there  being  no  notifications  during  the  fourth 
quarter.  With  one  exception  all  the  cases  occurred  in  children 
under  10  years  of  age,  and  approximately  42%  were  in  the 
“5 — 10  years”  group. 

It  is  important  that  parents  should  be  educated  to  the 
fact  that  Measles  is  not  a trivial  disease  which  is  an  inevitable 
occurrence  in  the  life  of  every  child.  It  is  not  unknown  that 
in  large  families  when  one  child  develops  an  attack,  the  other 
children  are  allowed  to  mingle  freely  with  the  patient  in  the 
hlope  that  all  may  get  the  disease  at  the  same  time,  and  be  done 
with  it.  This  attitude,  however  convenient,  is  a wrong  one. 
The  possible  after  effects  of  Measles  can  be  very  serious,  and 
I do  ask  parents  to  call  in  their  Doctor  if  they  have  reason 
to  believe  that  their  child  has  an  attack,  and  to  see  that  the 
little  patient  is  isolated  until  the  Doctor  decrees  otherwise. 

Whooping  Cough.  The  fall  in  the  incidence  of  this 
disease,  experienced  since  1950,  continued  into  1955,  with  a 
total  of  25  cases  for  the  year,  as  compared  with  the  figure  of 
38  for  the  year  1954.  During  the  first  half  of  the  year  only  5 
cases  were  notified,  8 in  the  third  quarter  and  12  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year.  Again  the  age  groups  principally  affected 
were  the  ”1 — 4 years” — 12  cases,  and  ”5 — 10  years” — 11 
cases.  The  other  2 cases  notified  were  under  the  age  of  1 year. 

Whooping  Cough  is  a distressing  complaint,  and  when 
a child  is  so  affected,  the  child  is  seriously  ill  and  in  need  of 
medical  attention  and  supervision.  The  County  Council  s 
scheme  for  immunisation  against  the  disease,  which  is  con- 
ducted at  the  Clinics,  does  not  appear  to  be  very  popular. 
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Only  23  children  were  immunised  during  the  year,  a drop  of 
approximately  26%  on  last  year’s  figure.  On  the  other  hand 
more  parents  appear  to  be  taking  advantage  of  the  fact  that 
vaccination  with  the  combined  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough  antigen  can  be  carried  out  by  their  own  Doctor.  If  the 
sum  effect  is  the  disappearance  of  Whooping  Cough  in  the 
next  few  years,  as  has  happened  with  Diphtheria,  then  we  shall 
have  achieved  something.  As  yet  it  is  too  early  to  give  an 
opinion. 

Diphtheria,  Again,  there  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria 
notified  in  the  district  during  the  year,  and  it  is  now  over  8 
years  since  we  had  a case  reported  in  Hoyland.  The  latest 
returns  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  state  that  the  provisional 
figure  of  notifications  of  the  disease  for  England  and  Wales 
received  during  1955  was  161,  compared  with  173  in  1954. 
The  total  number  of  deaths  was  1 1 , as  against  9 in  1954. 

During  the  year  under  review  98  children  under  the 
age  of  5 years  and  54  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15 
years  received  initial  protection  against  the  disease  by  immun- 
isation. This  is  a drop  of  47%  on  the  figure  for  1954  and 
presents  a very  unhappy  picture  indeed.  Once  more  I must 
appeal  to  parents  to  make  quite  sure  that  their  young  children 
are  immunised,  and  thus  protected,  before  their  first  birthday. 
To  those  parents  who  have  children  over  the  age  of  one  year, 
who  have  not  yet  been  immunised,  I say  “don’t  hesitate  any 
longer — get  them  protected  now”.  Prevention  is  still  better 
than  cure. 

There  were  170  children  who  received  a reinforcing 
dose  of  the  protective  antigen  on  commencing  School. 

Pneumonia.  In  1955,  19  cases  of  Pneumonia  were 
notified,  a decrease  of  13  compared  with  the  figure  for  1954. 
In  the  first  quarter  there  were  9 cases,  3 in  the  second  quarter, 
3 in  the  third  quarter,  and  4 in  the  fourth  quarter. 

All  the  cases  were  of  the  acute  primary  type,  and  of 
the  total  number  of  cases  notified,  4 were  removed  to  Hospital. 

The  attack  rate  of  1-20  is  less  than  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year.  I cannot,  however,  give  any  figures  for  the 
Country  generally,  as  they  have  not  been  made  available  this 
year. 
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Poliomyelitis*  This  disease  was  prevalent  more  or  less 
over  the  whole  Country  during  1955,  and  the  district  of 
Hoyland  was  no  exception.  There  were  14  cases  notified,  an 
increase  of  12  over  the  previous  year,  distributed  in  Wards  as 
follows  : —

Of  the  total  number  of  cases  9 were  Paralytic  and  5 Non- 
Paralytic.  All  were  admitted  to  Kendray  Hospital,  Barnsley. 


The  onset  of  the  disease  in  this  district  was  towards  the 
end  of  June,  when  2 cases  were  notified.  There  was  a steady 
rise  in  the  incidence  from  1st  July  to  10th  August,  by  which  time 
a further  9 cases  had  been  reported.  During  September,  2 
more  cases  occurred  and  the  final  case  was  notified  in 
November. 


In  10  cases  the  attack  was  mild  and  the  patients  were 
discharged  from  Hospital  in  a little  over  a month,  with  no 
resultant  paralysis.  Of  the  remaining  cases  3 were  trans- 
ferred to  King  Edward  VII  Hospital,  Rivelin,  and  1 was 
discharged  to  attend  the  Out-patient  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  the 
Beckett  Hospital,  Barnsley. 


The  attack  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0*08  for 
paralytic  cases  and  0-06  for  non-paralytic  cases;  comparable 
figures  for  the  West  Riding  were  0*15  and  0-05.  The  14  cases 
in  Hoyland  gave  an  attack  rate  of  0*57  for  paralytic  cases  and 
0-31  for  non-paralytic.  There  were  no  deaths. 

The  question  of  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  is  very 
much  in  our  minds  at  present — so  much  so  that  it  is  anticipated 
that  sometime  early  in  1956  selected  groups  of  children  may  be 
offered  this  protective  measure.  We  believe  a vaccine  has 
been  prepared  and  is  at  present  undergoing  rigorous  testing 
at  the  Laboratories  of  the  Medical  Research  Council. 

Tuberculosis*  There  were  18  new  cases  of  Tuber- 
culosis notified  during  the  year,  15  of  which  were  Pulmonary 
and  3 Non-Pulmonary  in  type.  The  following  table  shows  the 
age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  cases  notified.

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Preven- 
tion of  Tuberculosis)  Regulation,  1925,  or  under  Section  172 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  There  was  a 50%  increase 
in  the  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  year, 
whilst  the  incidence  in  the  Non-Pulmonary  type  remained  the 
same. 


The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  was  probably  as  a 
result  of  the  visit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  to  Hoyland 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.  About  the  most  important  part 
of  the  work  in  connection  with  the  prevention  of  Tuberculosis 
is  the  continual  search  for  the  sources  of  infection.  When  a 
case  of  Tuberculosis  is  reported  all  contacts  are  rounded  up 
and  invited  to  have  a check-up  to  eliminate  any  possibility  of 
their  being  infected.  There  is  a source  of  infection  in  every 
case  of  Tuberculosis  and  it  is  the  work  of  the  Department  to 
try  and  find  that  source.  I have  to  report  that  during  the  year 
every  encouragement  and  help  was  given  to  the  Health  Visitor 
in  this  searching  by  the  patients  and  their  relatives  and  by  the 
General  Practitioners  and  other  field-workers  in  the  service. 

I think  it  is  as  well  to  mention  at  this  point  that  one  of 
the  important  factors  in  the  field  of  prevention  of  Tuberculosis 
is  the  question  of  rehousing  people  who  are  either  infected  or 
are  liable  to  become  infected  on  account  of  unsatisfactory 
housing  conditions.  You,  as  a Council,  have  been  most  help- 
ful in  this  respect  and  I am  very  grateful — 4 such  families  have 
been  rehoused  during  the  year. 
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During  the  year  the  scheme  for  the  vaccination  of  the 
13/14  year  old  children  was  brought  into  operation  within  the 
Division.  I reported  last  year  that  this  scheme  was  in  process 
of  preparation  and  how  important  it  was  that  before  the  early 
teens  it  would  be  a great  help  if  the  children  were  protected 
against  a primary  attack  of  Tuberculosis.  Letters  were  sent 
to  parents,  explaining  the  procedure  in  connection  with 
vaccination  with  B.C.G.,  and  inviting  the  parents  to  consent 
to  allow  their  children  to  be  so  protected.  The  response  was 
very  encouraging  indeed,  and  altogether  141  were  tested  for 
their  susceptibility.  Of  this  number  102  received  the  protective 
dose  of  antigen.  Successful  vaccination  cannot  be  assured 
until  a period  of  approximately  twelve  months  has  elapsed.  At 
the  time  of  writing  this  report  I am  able  to  inform  you  that  all 
the  children  who  were  vaccinated  in  Hoyland  have  been 
successfully  converted  to  Mantoux  Positive  and  have  thus 
acquired  a degree  of  immunity  to  the  disease.  The  procedure 
will  become  an  annual  one  and  we  hope  to  vaccinate  each  child 
before  he  or  she  reaches  the  age  of  14  years.  We  ask  for  the 
continued  co-operation  of  parents  and  relatives  and  all  those 
interested  in  preventive  medicine  to  encourage  the  extension 
of  this  scheme  so  that  all  children  in  the  group  will  receive 
vaccination. 


MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 

Towards  the  end  of  November  and  early  in  December 
we  had  a visit  from  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  to  Hoyland, 
and  it  established  itself  at  the  Miners’  Welfare  for  approx- 
imately three  weeks.  Blow  I append  a short  series  of  statistics 
following  the  survey  on  this  occasion.

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Included  in  the  above  figures  are  1,227  School-children 
of  13  years  and  over  (588  boys  and  639  girls)  and  35  Teachers. 
These  children  came  from  Schools  in  Hoyland,  Chapeltown 
an  d High  Green. 

I think  we  can  take  it  as  very  satisfactory  that  so  many 
people  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  have  a chest 
X-ray,  and  it  is  also  gratifying  to  know  that,  relatively 
speaking,  the  amount  of  chest  disease  in  the  district  was  small. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

There  was  no  occasion  to  use  the  provisions  of  Section 
47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  or  the  Amendment 
Act  of  1951  during  1955. 

FOOD  POISONING 

There  were  8 cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  during 
the  year,  an  increase  of  1 compared  with  the  previous  year. 
Of  this  number  4 cases  were  confined  to  one  family  and  the 
remainder  isolated  cases  in  different  parts  of  the  district.  A 
thorough  investigation  of  all  the  cases  was  made  immediately 
the  notifications  were  received,  but  in  spite  of  all  efforts  no 
causal  organism  was  found.  The  attacks,  however,  were  of 
a mild  nature  and  none  of  the  patients  was  indisposed  for  very 
long. 


Looking  back  through  previous  reports  I find  that  from 
1948  to  1953  there  were  7 cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  in 
the  district,  compared  with  15  cases  over  the  past  two  years 
This,  I think,  proves  that  the  public  have  a greater  awareness 
of  the  dangers  of  Food  Poisoning,  and  are  now  calling  for 
medical  advice  when  attacked  by  the  gastro-intestinal 
symptoms  associated  with  this  disease. 

Every  effort  is  made  by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment to  disseminate  information  on  Food  Hygiene  whenever 
the  occasion  arises. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Throughout  1955,  as  in  previous  years,  no  opportunity 
was  lost  in  “preaching  the  gospel”  of  Health  Education  by 
members  of  the  staff  in  contact  with  the  general  public. 
Lectures  were  given  by  Mr.  Danks,  my  Sanitary  Inspector  at 
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the  Schools,  by  Health  Visitors  at  the  Clinics  and  myself  to 
senior  girls  in  School.  Posters  are  displayed  in  Clinics  and 
Schools  and  pamphlets  are  available  for  distribution  at  all 
Child  Welfare  Centres  in  the  district. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES, 
Hospitals. 

Infectious  Diseases,  All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
requiring  Hospital  treatment  are  dealt  with  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  Cases  are  usually  admitted  to  Kendray 
Hospital,  Barnsley,  or  Lodge  Moor  Hospital,  Sheffield. 

General  Hospitals,  As  in  previous  years,  the  Sheffield 
and  Barnsley  Hospitals  are  available  to  patients  from  the  area. 

Laboratory  Services. 

The  Medical  Research  Laboratories  at  Wakefield, 
Barnsley  and  Sheffield  are  available  for  examinations  and  the 
staff  are  always  happy  to  collaborate  on  any  epidemiological 
matters  which  may  arise. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  district  is  covered  by  the  service  operated  from  the 
Depot  in  Hoyland  under  the  direct  control  of  the  County 
Ambulance  Officer.  There  are  seven  vehicles,  six  of  them 
radio  controlled  which,  in  effect,  gives  us  at  peak  period,  i.e. 
9 a.m.  to  6 p.m.  a total  of  six  Mobile  Depots,  all  controlled  from 
Hoyland  Static  Depot.

With  the  resignation  of  Miss  Rimmer  and  retirement 
of  Miss  Senior  at  the  end  of  1954,  the  Health  Visiting  Service 
in  Hoyland  has  been  seriously  depleted.  For  the  first  six 
months  of  1955  the  district  was  covered  by  one  qualified  Health 
Visitor,  with  the  help  of  an  assistant.  These  two  ladies  had 
an  arduous  task,  which  they  fulfilled  cheerfully  and  efficiently. 
Their  job  was  eased  by  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Clarke,  who 
commenced  duties  at  the  beginning  of  June.  At  the  end  of 
October  the  Assistant  Health  Visitor  resigned  and  the  district 
is  again  understaffed. 

The  Health  Visitor  is  not  just  a person  who  is  seen  at 
the  Clinic  once  a week.  In  addition  to  undertaking  the  general 
supervision  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young 
children,  she  advises  on  general  care  and  the  education  of  the 
whole  household  in  health  matters.  Liaison  with  the  Hospital 
Service  includes  the  furnishing  of  background  reports  and  the 
following  up  of  patients  who  have  defaulted  in  their  attend- 
ances at  Out-patient  Clinics. 

When  a patient  is  to  be  discharged  from  Hospital,  the 
Almoner  invariably  contacts  the  Health  Visitor  to  give  her 
details  regarding  date  and  time  of  discharge.  The  Health 
Visitor  can  then  arrange  to  visit  the  home  when  the  patient 
arrives  and,  if  necessary,  arrange  for  the  services  of  a Home 
Help  to  assist  in  the  home  for  a few  weeks,  thus  speeding  the 
patient’s  convalescence. 

In  the  School  Health  Service  the  Health  Visitor  assists 
at  School  Medical  Inspections  and  in  this  field  of  work  her 
knowledge  of  the  children,,  many  of  whom  she  has  followed  up 
from  birth,  proves  invaluable  to  the  School  Medical  Officer. 
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Her  duties  have  been  further  extended  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  a scheme  for  liaison  with  General  Practitioners.  The 
County  Council  have  approved  the  installation  of  a telephone 
in  the  home  of  every  Health  Visitor.  The  Health  Visitor  is 
encouraged  to  keep  in  contact  with  the  General  Practitioner 
so  that  she  can  assist  him  in  the  care  of  the  sick  at  home.  The 
Health  Visitor  can  materially  help  by  assisting  patients  with 
their  environmental  difficulties,  as  well  as  to  encourage  them  to 
carry  out  the  Doctor’s  treatment  faithfully.  On  the  other 
hand  the  General  Practitioner  can  call  on  the  Health  Visitor 
to  help  with  any  problem  of  domestic  or  environmental  nature. 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  in 
the  Hoyland  district  during  1955  is  3,942.

We  are  fortunate  in  the  Hoyland  district  in  that  we 
have  the  services  of  two  very  efficient  Midwives.  Miss 
Kingham  has  married  during  the  year  and  as  Mrs.  Whight  is 
settled  in  the  district,  and  is  well  received  by  her  patients. 
Both  Miss  Walker  and  Mrs.  Wright  attend  at  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  and  also  conduct  classes  for  Relaxation  Exercises  for 
Expectant  Mothers.  These  classes  are  well  attended  and  are 
fast  becoming  a feature  of  the  ante-natal  supervision.  The 
Midwives  are  mobile  and  qualified  to  use  and  possess  Gas  and 
Air  Machines  for  the  provision  of  analgesia  in  childbirth. 

During  the  year  the  Midwives  in  Hoyland  attended  105 
confinements,  86  in  their  capacity  as  Midwives  and  19  as 
Maternity  Nurses  Of  the  total  number  of  105  cases,  72 
received  the  benefits  of  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia.

The  Home  Nurse  for  Hoyland  Common  resigned  during 
the  year,  but  continuity  of  service  was  maintained  by  the 
appointment  of  Mrs.  H.  G.  Radcliffe,  who  was  transferred  from 
another  Division.  As  you  are  aware,  in  Hoyland  Common 
there  is  an  Assistant  Nurse  employed  by  a Private  Nursing 
Association,  and  who  is  outside  the  control  of  the  County 
Council.  There  is  still  a shortage  of  staff  to  give  efficient 
coverage  of  the  Hoyland  district.  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  another  Nurse  has  been  appointed,  but  as  yet  she  is 
not  mobile. 

In  spite  of  the  heavy  burden  thrown  on  the  Home 
Nursing  staff,  during  1955  they  increased  the  number  of  visits 
from  6,139  to  6,233  and  I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  these 
two  Nurses  who  are  doing  so  well  to  provide  an  efficient 
service.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

There  is  still  an  increasing  demand  on  this  service  and 
we  are  fortunate  in  Hoyland  to  have  a willing  band  of  helpers 
to  provide  and  meet  this  demand. 

Applications  for  the  services  of  a Domestic  Help  are 
made  either  direct  to  me  or  to  the  Health  Visitor.  In  every 
case,  with  the  exception  of  confinement  cases,  the  Health 
Visitor  visits  the  home  to  assess  the  merits  of  the  case.  The 
application  form,  together  with  a Medical  Certificate  supporting 
the  patient’s  claim  for  assistance  is  sent  to  the  Divisional 
Welfare  Officer  via  this  Office  for  assessment.  In  the  mean- 
time the  Domestic  Help  commences  duty  and  stays  at  the 
household  until  such  time  as  the  Health  Visitor  considers  her 
services  are  no  longer  required,  or  alternatively,  until  the 
patient  asks  for  the  service  to  cease. 

In  one  or  two  instances  Domestic  Helps  have  been 
employed  at  Tuberculous  households.  Here  the  Domestic 
Help  volunteers  for  this  particular  type  of  case  and  receives 
additional  pay.  Before  undertaking  such  duties  they  are 
medically  examined  by  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  at  the 
Chest  Clinic  and  at  periodic  intervals  thereafter.  It  is  a 
tribute  to  these  ladies  that  there  is  no  lack  of  volunteers  for 
these  cases. 

During  1955,  a total  of  15,082  Domestic  Help  hours 
were  provided  in  the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District  In  all 
23  Domestic  Helps  were  employed,  attending  the  homes  of  75 
cases.  Of  this  total  43  were  continuing  cases  from  1954,  the 
remainder  being  new  ones.

During  the  year  several  cases  ofl  “furred  up ” water 
service  pipes  were  dealt  with.  In  some  cases  new  ferrules  to 
the  main  and  pressure  cleaning  of  service  pipes  was  all  that 
was  necessary  to  provide  a good  flow  of  water.  In  other 
instances  it  was  necessary  to  put  in  new  lengths  of  larger  bore 
pipe.  All  the  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  from  public 
water  mains  to  a sink  inside  each  house. 

The  following  information  of  the  water  supply  to 
Hoyland  has  been  given  by  the  Manager  of  the  Dearne  Valley 
Water  Board. 

The  completion  of  the  work  outlined  in  the  last  report 
and  proceeded  with  during  the  year  has  shewn  benefit. 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  with  the  implementation 
of  additional  services. 

A satisfactory  supply  has  been  maintained  during  a very 
difficult  year  and  thanks  are  due  to  householders  for  their 
co-operation.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

A satisfactory  effluent  is  being  maintained  at  both  Short- 
wood  and  Elsecar  Works  and  in  consequence  no  complaints 
have  arisen  ftrom  the  inspection  carried  out  by  the  Rivers 
Board. 

Regular  emptying  of  cesspools  at  Footrill,  Distillery 
Side  and  Tingle  Bridge  is  being  carried  out. 

Apart  from  normal  maintenance  occasioned  by  blockage 
the  sewerage  system  is  working  satisfactorily.  The  number  of 
drains  cleared  by  the  Department  during  the  year  is  as  follows  :

During  the  year,  one  Privy  Midden  was  abolished. 
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Section  44  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  empowers 
local  authorities  to  require  that  buildings  shall  have  sufficient 
closet  accommodation. 

It  is  the  Council’s  view  that  sufficient  closet  accommo- 
dation is  at  least  one  Water  Closet  for  each  house. 

Action  under  the  above-mentioned  section  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  was  taken  in  connection  with  houses  having  a 
reasonable  expectation  of  life  and  7 additional  Water  Closets 
were  provided  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is 
carried  out  by  direct  labour,  the  staff  consisting  of  one  foreman, 
three  motor  drivers,  nine  loaders,  one  salvage  worker  and  one 
tipman. 

No  change  was  made  in  the  transport  ofl  the  department 
during  the  year  and  at  the  31st  March,  1956,  it  was  as  follows :

No.  5 Motor — Karrier  CK  3,  10  cubic  yards  all  steel  body. 

No.  6 Motor — Shelvoke  & Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper. 

The  year  under  review  has  been  an  extremely  difficult 
and  trying  year  for  the  Public  Cleansing  Service. 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  one  third  of  the 
employees  have  been  off  work  through  either  sickness  or 
accident. 

Intermittent  falls  of  snow,  sometimes  moderately  heavy, 
occurred  between  20th  December,  1955,  and  28th  February, 
1956,  and  the  conditions  under  which  the  employees  worked 
were  difficult  and  arduous. 

The  quality  of  temporary  labour  employed  varied  from 
satisfactory  to  useless.  However,  overtime  was  worked  and 
within  three  weeks  of  the  snow  being  cleared,  accumulations  of 
refuse  were  removed  and  the  service  restored  to  a weekly 
collection. 

Collection* 

Table  I shows  the  number  and  type  of  refuse  receptacles 
in  each  ward  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Table  II  shows  the  number  ofl  receptacles  emptied  and 
loads  removed,  together  with  their  estimated  weight. 
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The  weight  of  refuse  collected  is  estimated  on  the  basis 
of  a series  of  test  weighings  which  are  carried  out  in  winter 
and  summer,  every  load  collected  by  each  motor  during  the 
whole  of  one  week  in  each  period  being  weighed. 

Disposal. 

All  refuse  is  now  being  tipped  at  Milton  Tip  in  accord- 
ance with  Ministry  of  Health  requirements. 

Most  of  Milton  Tip  has  now  been  converted  into  a large 
playing  field  area  and  looks  very  well  indeed.  It  is  my  hope, 
however,  that  the  Parks  Department  will  plan  this  large  open 
space  so  that  its  amenities  will  be  enjoyed  by  the  public  at 
large. 


In  my  opinion  also,  steps  must  be  taken  very  soon  in 
order  that  the  present  tip  may  be  extended  in  an  easterly 
direction.

SALVAGE  OF  WASTE. 

The  collection  of  salvage  has  continued  during  the  year 
as  an  integral  part  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service. 

For  the  fourth  year  in  succession  I have  to  report  an 
increase  in  the  amount  of  waste  paper  salvaged.  Over  170 
tons  of  paper  was  collected  and  sold  realising  £1,578,  this  was 
an  increase  of  23  tons  and  £392  respectively. 
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Although  the  nett  income  after  payment  of  wages  and 
bonuses  is  low  it  must  be  realised  that  we  have  salvaged  170 
tons  of  valuable  raw  material  and  secondly  that  if  this  material 
had  not  been  collected  as  salvage  it  would  have  to  be  collected 
as  refuse  and  its  disposal  would  probably  raise  further  problems. 

The  salvage  bonus  incentive  scheme  continues  to  operate 
satisfactorily.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949
